report on the New England District Leadership of the 
Communist Party which would later be printed in booklet 
form. This report, would- contain -the names of the New '' 
England District Leaders of. the Communist Party -afid back- 
ground data on each of these leaders. . PENHA was told that 
the report should" contain only such information to which 
he testified -before-- the HCUA hearing at Boston in March 
1958 plus any additional information he. could obtain from 
the Massachusetts State Committee "on Subversive Activity. 
WILLIAMS told PENHA -if he obtained any" information from 
the Massachusetts State Committee on Subversive Activity, 
or any other established source to attribute the infor- 
mation to that source. 

PENHA said in addition" to reporting on the N.. E. District 
Leadership, the report would also contain information 
concerning Communist Party Front Groups, Metals Commission 
of the Communist Party, Underground Activities and other 
phases of Communist Party activity concerning which he 
testified before the HCUA in.

FORMER BOSTON INFORMANT 



PENHA has advised that he plans to attend the National Convention 
of the American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born (ACPFB) 
to be held at the Belmont-Plaza Hotel, NYC, 12/19-20/59. PENHA 
receives mail from the ACPFB and learned of the convention in 
this manner. PENHA said it was his own decision to attend the 
convention and he had discussed it with LAWRENCE NEWMAN, Assistant 
Editor of the "Standard Times", a daily New Bedford, Massachusetts 
newspaper, and with DAVID HALEY, Chairman of the American 
Heritage Committee in New Bedford, Massachusetts. 

PENHA wants to attend the convention to give his story to the 
Standard Times" and the "Union-^Leader", a newspaper published in 
Manchester, New Hampshire, and the Yankee Network RadionStation 
in Boston. He plans to explain to the public that the ACPFB is 
still an active communist front, and explain the manner in which 
it operates. 

PENHA also pointed out that it would be the first time to his 

knowledge that an exposed informant penetrated a convention of 

a Communist Party front.

DEAN MANION: You nave just seen an effective demonstration of Communist conspiratorial 
strength-in the- popular uproar against the execution of - convicted kidnapper Caryl Chessman.

I was also on the national level in the National Trade Commission, national Textile Commission, 
and I also served on other levels, Freedom of Press conference and the like. 

DEAN MANION: As I tinder stand it, Mr. Penha, during the whole period of your, membership in the 
Communist conspiracy you had to divorce yourself from your friends, your religion, and your past "busi- 
ness associations. In other words, you had to live a complete lie, deceiving even your own children. 
How did you ever manage to put over a hoax like that? 

Iffi^PENHA: It .TOSjaot easy. __!Etdj_was one of_ the things that bo th my wife and IJiad to contend 
with and, certainly, we had to suffer. We had to divorce ourselves completely from our church, even 
prior to joining the Communist conspiracy and subsequently throughout the entire eight years. 

Our friends, well here again we lost the major part of them, practically all of them. Our so- 
cial standards were reduced down to such a level that I lost the good friends that I had. 

DEAN MANION: Was it necessary for your wife also to "become a Communist?

DEAN MANION: Didn't the Communists get suspicious of you during all these years? What do they 
do to protect themselves from the kind of penetration that you accomplished?

MR. PENHA: I would like to bring out the matter of how the Communist conspirators act in re- 
gards to the matter of security. Here in America we don't understand what the Communists are and 
what they do. 'They are so different that every so often they will search our homes and look for the* 
slightest evidence of defection from the party. 

If they could find a Bible or any religious article, naturally that would mean that I would be 
through.

In connection with this I had to argue with my children time and again and try to convince them 
that there was no God and, believe me, this was not easy. I am glad to say that my children resisted 
my, arguments. This deception of our children to me was the most difficult of- this assignment. 

DEAN MANION: Mr. Penha, why does the F.B.I, ask a man to make a terrible sacrifice like this, 
even to lie -to his own children? Do you think that the Communist threat is serious enough to justify 
such risks and sacrifices? 

MR. PENHA: Frankly, I think so. The Communist conspiracy today is far more serious a threat, 
than has ever been recognized against our civilization . There is absolutely nothing that the Commu- 
nists will not do in order to reach their goal of world domination . They have no moral restraint, 
they are passionately dedicated to their goal; they are like missionaries in a diabolical cause . 

, DEAN MANION: But, we are constantly being told that there are only a few thousand Communists 
in the United States. Mr. Penha, how can this small number of people be such a menace to a big coun- 
Ujpa jftjLs? , , . : s ^ , 

MR. PENHA: The few thousand that you Vn rtion certainly could take over our Nation tomorrow . 
This is a fact that is well known, though neve. \ ]jublicized . 

Our Government knows it, and our people do not. They can take over any institution, education- 
al, defense plants, our missile plants, because they are all infiltrated by people who are under or- 
ders of the Kremlin* The Communists tomorrow could take this country if they wanted to. 

DEAN MANION: If that is so, Mr. Penha, what are the Communists waiting for? 

MR. PENHA: They are waiting until they are ready. The Communist plan is not merely to take 
over the United States of America. Their plan is to take over the world and they are doing just that 
now. 

They have all of the necessary patience and time and they are succeeding. Yet, we are led to 
believe, not only by Khrushchev but even in our own press, even by Americans, even by the do-it-your- 
self experts who have visited the Soviet Union, who may tomorrow become our next President, that the 
Communists are now striving for peace. 

Marxist's Review is a basic rule book and policy guide for members of the Communist Party of 
America. I have on hand the No. 11, Volume 2. On page 69 it says: 
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"In Argentina, last year, secondary school pupils supported 
the "big strike called "by university students. Teen-agers erected 
"barricades, clashed with police, caught the tear-gas "bombs before 
they exploded and threw them hack to the police. 

"Some 1*00 youths and girls applied for Communist Youth 
Federation membership during the strike. We now have Communist 
Youth Organizations in most of the 32 colleges in Buenos Aires." 

Now, this shows that certainly we have to wake U£ and, if we don't, if we should strike at them 
militarily, their saboteurs would immobilize our missile launching pads and frustrate the United 
States completely from the inside in twenty-four hours .

Nevertheless, the chief obstacle to their success is the ignorance of the American people with 
reference to the dangerous extent of the Communist penetration of the United States. Our schools, 
our politicians, our egg-heads, all contribute to this ignorance tyr calling it "witch-hunting", and

The press, radio and T.V. must share the blame for this public ignorance. For instance, take 
the recent outburst of anti-Semitism throughout the world. > These outbursts were headlined everywhere 
but practically nowhere did we see the story that these anti-Jewish demonstrations were deliberately 
inspired by the Communists to discredit the anti- Communist government of Germany primarily. 

MORE THAN 2,000 COMMUNISTS IN PLANTS AND GOVERNMENT 

It was well known to everyone who knew the first thing about Communist tactics, .but the Commu- 
nist origin of the anti-Jewish demonstrations was not publicized. We published exactly what the 
Communists wanted publicized. 

*■% * r. You pointed out in one of your broadcasts, Dean Manion, that we know of 2,000 Communists work-' 
ing in our defense plants. As a matter of fact, there are many more Communists +fo*w that in these *

The Supreme Court has held that we cannot fire a Communist out of the Government or out of a de- 
fense plant unless he is in a sensitive position.

I worked in such assignments for years, and I know that every Communist 
is assigned to his task to advance the cause of the Communist revolution and the destruction of our 
American freedom.

DEAN MANION: Mr. ?enha, what do you think is the basic mistake that most Americans make in 
their estimation of Communism? 

MR. PENHA: We continue to fool ourselves by failing to make a proper distinction between the 
philosophy of Communism and the policy of the Soviet Union. The policy of Soviet Russia is only a 
tactic, a scheme, a strategy. When Soviet Russia's policy was favorable to the United States and to 
the Western Powers, many believed that Russia's Communism was good. When Soviet Russia's policies 
were unfavorable they believed Communism was bad. s 

If we judge Soviet Russia by its philosophy, Soviet policy would never deceive us. ' We would 
know that its philosophy is wicked and is bent on the subjugation of mankind to dictatorship. 



DEAN MANION: 



Mr. Penha, how did you finally manage to get out of the Communist' apparatus? 



MR. PENHA: "When it got to the point that my daughter started speaking about Socialism and ac- 
cepting its ideals, then I had to make a decision. I then requested that I be released from my du- /f 
ties. Approximately, three months later the hearings in Boston took place which was the only way ^ - 
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that I could come out. To resign would have meant either "blackmail for the rest of my life or liqui- 
dation. That vas the reason why I did come out in the open on March 18/1958- 

DEAN MANION: How many Communists did you identify at that hearing? 

MR. PENHA: I gave evidence to approximately 225 Communists out of a total of kB2 that I gave 
in executive session. 

D EAN MANION: You gave all these names under oath. Did any of th ese p eople ever accuse you of 
perjury, or "sue you for having given false testimony ahout them? --———- --_„__. 

MR. PENHA: No, they never did. A lot of people think that, "because you are a Government wit- 
ness, you have immunity. That is the furtherest thing from the truth. I could he charged with per- 
jury just like any other Communist. Tfaat I had to say was the truth. 

DEAN MANION: What kind of people did you name as Communists? 

MR. PENHA: They were students, educators, "business and professional people, trade union offi- 
cials, people in management and in other walks of life; in fact, just ahout as many as you can name. 

DEAN MANION: You told me once that, as a CommunUst leader, you conducted Communist study clubs 
in various colleges of New England. How many clubs and how many colleges were involved? 

MR. PENHA: At the time that I undertook the task to coordinate the current party line in the 
student cells, there were twenty in number in five colleges and universities throughout New England. 

DEAN MANION: Were these highly rated institutions? 

MR. PENHA: I would like to add, Dean, that not only were they highly rated in New England, two 
of the five were highly rated in the country as ahout the very best, if not the best. ; 

DEAN MANION: Mr. Penha, many people believe that the Communist Party is just another political 

party. Can you tell us, therefore,, if these Communist conspirators are required to take any kind of 

pledge or oath? J

MR. PENHA: They certainly do, Dean Manion, and I think when you hear what type of a pledge "a 
Communist has to take, the one I had to take, and that all Communists have to take when they join the 
Communist Party, I am sure you will not call it a political party. Here is the quote: ^ 

"I pledge myself to rally the masses to defend the Soviet 
Union, the head of victorious Socialism. I pledge myself to re- 
main at all times a vigilant and firm defender of the Leninist 
line of the Party, - the only line that insures a triumphant 
Soviet power in the U.S." 

That is the oath of allegiance that an American Soviet Communist takes in this country. And, 
in conclusion, I would like to say what you are doing for America in these short words: If we had a 
Dean Manion in every community of the United States, we certainly wouldn*t have to struggle as hard 
to preserve the remnants of our basic freedoms that we have lost. Thank you very kindly. 

DEAN MANION: Thank you, Armand Penha, for this revealing broadcast but most of all for your 
hazardous and heroic service to the cause of freedom. Certainly no one who. heard you today can ever

We made him 
available to the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) following ,

Mrs. Nathan Lee leaves' this week 
for Middlebury, Vt, where she will 
spen^^e^ummiTsludying Russian 
in.th^Sstitute of Soyiet^Studies. 

The instTtute^Tield- in conjunction 
with the Middlebury Ru'ssian 
School of Middlebury College, was 
established in 1958 with the assist- 
ance of the Rockefeller Foundation. 

All courses offered are on the 
graduate level and the sole medium 
of communication both inside and 
outside, the classroom during the 
entire session is Russian. 

At the opening of the institute, 
Mrs. Lee will be required to pledge 
to speak only Russian even when 
off the campus. Experience at the 
institute has revealed that observ- 
ance of this rule makes it appear as 
/the only language natural in the 
congenial, friendly Russian atmos- 
phere which exists there. 

Each of the instructors in the In- 
stitute of Soviet Studies is a native 




of Russia. Students will have asso- 
ciation with them not only in' the 
classroom, but also at the dining 
tables, in songs and games, on 
hikes, picnics and all other institute 
activities. 

The primary objective of the in- 
stitute is to give the specialist in 
the fields of economics, foreign 
policy, government and the sci- 
ences, near native fluency in Rus- 
sian and competence in the tech- 
nical terminology of his field, not 
only for reading and research but 
also for personal contacts "with 
Russians. 

Mrs. Lee learned Russian as.a 
girl growing; up in Bialystck, 
Poland, which is near the Rus- 
sian border. Mrs. Lee and Nathan 
Lee were married there in the 
summer of 1939, but she was not

at my place of business in KIddleboro, Eassachusetts. He walkecl in and 
announced that he was from the Internal Revenue Dept. I asked him xxhat 
I could do for him. He replied tna*c ne was tnere to arrange for payment 
of ny Social Security Taxes, 

I told him I didn't believe in compulsory insurance, I had no 
money as I had eight children to support, and ' that I didn't wish to dis- 
cuss txie matter. I was too busy trying to make a living. 

He then asked me why I didn't believe in Social Security. He 
told me it was the lax*, it xxas voted in by a majority of the people, it 
was cheap, it would take care of my children if something happened to me 
(in the meantime he had sat down in a chair at my desk and started x>rriting 
in his folder) ♦ 

I replied 1jo his claims, saying that compulsory Social Security 
Insurance was a violation of the supreme Taw, the Cors titution, and a 
violation of inalienable human rights (iJhich no p.ower on earth cant ake 
away"). It was not voted in by a majority of the people but was a fraud 
on the people forced through Congress by pressure groups. I told him 
that it was actually expensive (If you count the costs - " of operating the 
Social Security program which the people also have to pay for through 
regular taxes plus other related costs). I also told him, in effect, that 
from my impression of the bureaucrats that I had come in contact with 
(having in mind the eight years of harassment that I had taken from them 
over my old age since Social Security was imposed on the self-employed) 
they were totally unfit to take care of my children or my old age. To me 
the too young or the too old, except in special cases, are a family res- 
ponsibility not the state's and not a political football or a vote-getting 
mechanism. Of course, they already knew my feelings in the matter. I had 
told them in I don't know how many different ways. 



, .still sat there writing in his folder. I now asked 

him in a normal voice to leave as I was busy (I was preparing for the 
afternoon business). • With that he jumped out of his chair and, to my 
amazement, he challenged me in a loud voice to throw him out.

He moved his hand towards his 
side and started to reach in his pocket, I had to assume for a gun* I 
struck him on the arm with the flat of the blade to discourage him. He 
then stood up. I ordered him to leave. He hacked towards the door a few 
feet and still without saying a word, stood there. I forced him on and he 
"backed out the door and stood outside. I waved him on towards his car 
giving him a slap on the side with the flat of the blade when necessary. 
His car was parked in the driveway but instead or going towards the car 
he backed up towards a wood pile, stopping every few feet. He circled 
the wood pile. He looked around and picked up two heavy wood slabs big 
enough to break say skull • I immediately struck at them with the flat of 
the machete blade forcing him to drop them. How I backed him up towards 
his car. Mien he reached his car, instead of going around to the driver's 
side to get in he stopped again. He held up his arm, smiling in satis- 
faction, and announ ced, pointin g to a small tear in his coat sleeve,

I moved him around his car. Again, instead of getting in his 
car, he moved out towards the street.

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Did I use reasonable or unreasonable force in ejecting a 
trespasser from my premises?

Just what is reasonable force under these circumstances? If 
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a man is a trespassexWn your property. You ord^Riim off. He refuses 
to leave, he resists leaving. He threatens you. He even constitues 
a deadly threat What is reasonable? ( I at no time, up until the time 
he left, knew whether or not he had a gun or some other deadly instru- 
ment) 

First, his is the responsibility for what happens. I was 
under considerable pressure from him. I had to assume he had the means 
with which to put up Ms resistance. I had to act instantaneously. I 
had no time to think of reasonable force objectively or measure it 
such as we can do in a court. I had taken the only effective nes.ns 
I 'lad available to scare him ax^ay and, when necessary, to prevent harm 
to me. Having long been a student of history, American government and 
its laws, and man*s inalienable rights, I knew I had every right to take 
such measures as I had. The facts I believe bear out th a t I did so 
well within reason. They prove that my actions were to avoid harm, 
to proSroke harm.
